South should do everything

sible to keep in operation the 29G 
industrial plants built there during 
the war, a National Planning Asso- 
ciation report said today. 


Such a move it held, will help 


reaise the standard living below 
the Mason-Dixon line. 


The report was drafted by a 56- 


mcmber " C o m m i t t e e 
of the 


South." organized as part of the 
planning association, which 
is 
a 


private 
organization devoted 
to 


planning in gusiness, agriculture, 
labor and other fields. 


The report indicated that imme- 


diate development of the 
surplus 


plants is handicapped by the gov- 
ernment's 15 month old "freeze" 
of disposals. 


The freeze, dictated by interna- 


tional tensions, is preventing the 
sale of lease to private industry 
of 64 southern ordnance, chemical, 
oils ship building and other plants. 
They are kept in stand-by condi- 
tion ready for war use if 
neces- 
sary. 


However, the Committee of the 


South 
noted 
that 
44 
complete 


plants and parts 
of 
two others 


hve been declared wholly surplus. 
It suggested that "multiple 
ten- 


ancy"—the use of a single large 
plants by several small 
business 


—may be the most fruitful means 
of bringing them into production. 


The multiple-tenancy plan opens

could run. The report noted that
